Toe reputation he established as a 
Director did umcii to bring about his 
nomination and election in 190-5 as 
County Commissioner. In this office 
he showed the same efficiency as had 
marked all his doings. He was most 
interested in everything concerning 
the welfare of the county, taking great 
pride in the work of building the new 
Court House and advancing many 
idea* to make it the building that it is 
ti-day. John C. Group had a heart in 
him as l>ig as his body his home was 
known all over the county for it was 
ever readv to t«e thrown open to the 
traveler and the warmest hospitality 
s'joivn.

Another great need of Gettysburg is 


some sort of a clearing station for the 
collection of incidents and experiences 
of those who lived here during the 
battle. An historical association accom- 
plishes this work in many places. 
Every family should write out their 
experiences, suffering and loss and 
preserve the same for the sake of their 
children. To preserve these records, 
however, there must be some organi- 
zation that will see to it that these 
facts are gathered up and preserved 
after tb'ey have been written down. 


In this connection Adams county 


may learn a lesson from Bucks Co. 
For years, Bucks county has main- 
tained its Historical Association. Last 
year they built at Doylestown, the 
county 
seat, a handsome building 


which is to be used as a receptacle for 
historical relics and records. 
With 


such an association families may give 
up their most precious relics with the 
assurance that they will be kept for 
those who will be most interested. 


We hope to live to see the day when 


Adams county will lead Bucks county 
iu this direction. Xo county is richer 
in historical lore than is Adams. 
It is 


part of the history of this great battle- 
field to have the local relics, records 
aud reminisceuses iu a house set apart 
for this purpose.

Starlings Egg-Stealera. 


A 
correspondent, 
writing 
from 


Leith, England, expresses a strong 
opinion tha tstarlings rob small birds' 
neets. 


Some years ago there was a large 


tree 
opposite 
my dwelling-house. 


There was a hole in the trunk of the 
tree about ten feet from the ground. 
and sparrows built their nests in the 
cavity. 
I have time and again seen 


starlings driving away 
tbe 
parent 


birds, enter the nests, taking hold 
of the eggs with their bills and fly- 
Ing away with them. 


A gravedigger in Banffshire 
once 


told me that a yellowhammer had 
built its nest in the churchyard, and 
it contained four eggs. 
One day a 


starling attacked the hen bird as she 
sat on her eggs. 
The yellowhammer 


defended her nest and made a great 
noise, which attracted his attention, 
but before he got up to the nest the 
yellowhammer had been 
killed 
by 


the starling, and the latter was on the 
nest and breaking and eating the 
eggs. 
Forty years ago starlings were 


rare birds in many parts of Scotland, 
but now they are to be seen in thou- 
sands everywhere, and there can be 
no doubt they have some destructive 
habits. 


Catalpa Speciosa Treee.

An Ordinance 


TO AMEND 8KCUON MVE OK AN OK- 
DIN ANCE ENTITLED "AN ORDINANCE 
KEGULATINO THE GRADING. GUT- 
TERING, lUKBING AND KEPAIKING 
OK BIDE OR FOuT-WALKH." APPROVED 
TH* FOURTH DAY OF AUG., A. D., 1W6. 
(Sect ion 1. Be it ordained and enacttd by 
tbe Burgees and Town Council of tbe Bor- 
ough of Gettysburg, and it is hereby ordain- 
ed and enacted by the authority of tbe same, 
that section five of an ordinance entitled "An 
ordinance regulating tbe grading, guttering, 
curbing and repairing of side or foot walks?' 
approved the Fourth Day of August, A. D., 
1H05. which reads as follows: 
-Section 5. The width of tbe pavement*, 
side or foot-walk a from the building line to 
tbe curb line on each "ide ot all streets shall 
be according to the width of the street and 
SB follows: On streets eighty feet in width 
twelve feet; on streets sixty six feet in width 
eleven feet, and on streets fiftr feet In width, 
nine feet. Provided that in front ol unim- 
proved lots and on such lots where the 
building sets back so that no porch, steps i r 
other portion of tbe building pi ejects beyond 
tbe building line, tbe pavement may be six 
feet in width aiid laid neit to the curb. And 
provided further that In the built-up portions 
of the Borough the Council may require the 
pavements in front of such lots to be laid the 
full width," shall be amended to read as fol- 
lows : 
Section d. Tbe width of the pavements, 
side or foot-walks from tbe building line to 
tbe curb line on each side of all streets shall 
be according to the width of the street and 
as follows: On streets eighty feet in width 
sixteen feet, six leet of pavement shall be 
laid in the middle of the said sixteen feet 
and the five feet on each side of the six feet 
of l»id pavement shall be kept in grass ; on 
streets sixty-six feet in width, eleven feet, 
aud on stree's fifty feet in width, nine feet. 
Provided, that in front ot unimproved lots 
and ou such lots where the building sets 
buck sothat no porch, steps or other portion 
of the building projects beyond tbe building 
line, the pavement may be six feet in width 
and laid next to the curb, except on streets 
eighty feet, in width where the pavement 
shall be laid as provided above. And pro- 
vided further that in Ibe built up portion of 
the borough, the Council may require the 
pavements in tront of such lots to be laid the 
full width.

abundantly : hay is plentiful but very 
' little after grass. 


Winter Cultivation.—If seed are 


sown early (especially rye) and the 
plants are large, they should be eaten 
off by sheep or the straw will be course 
.and large, the grain very small and 
'scarce: if wheat grows well ou rich 
land iu May. the crop will not be 
large.

Fall Cultivation.—Sow as early as 


you cau. winter begins early, and 
plants grow very slow ; don't let tiie 
sheep feed ou the young plants as 
nothing would l-e left. Put the seed 
underground a* mu'.'h a* possible as it 
is liable to be wa-hed away by the 
heavy rains occurring during fall aud 
winter. 


Winds aud Showers.— Winter is 


very windy with unusually heavy 
showers : few showers iu spriug aud 
summer. 


Vermin.—Few fr«-gs. toads, snakes 


aud grasshopper* this year, but cater- 
pillars, worms' and wherever grain in 
stored mice abound. 


Diseases.—Dau^erous aud burning 


fevers, aud fatal di-ea^e* of all kinds 
prevail in the faK.

'SCHOOLS AND VACCINATION. 
v"l he school year will begin next week 


nnd one question that has been ghiug 
many districts trouble is vaccination. 
The towns have had less difficulty 
^vith the subject. We are informed

•believed fully ten per cent of the school 
"children have been out of school on 
account of the question of vaccination. 
Parents would not vaccinate aud child- 
ren could not go to school. That has

' vaccination law is on the statute books 
• good citizenship compels the law to be 
" observed aud the welfare of the child- 


ren should compel the parents to ob- 
serve the law. The information has 
been given us that serious results of 
vaccination can always be traced to 
unclean vaccine iu the making or uu 


• clean methods of administering. There 


are a few plants iu this country where 
the vaccine is made under conditions 
••of-absolute cleanliness accordiugto the 
best modern scieuce. The course for 
every parent to follow is to see to it 
that the vaccine used couies from such 
plants, let vaccination be made ac- 
cording to law aud send the children 
lo school. 


AUTO SCORCHERS. 


Kve'fy borough could adopt with ad- 


vantage the plan of a New England 
town to prevent automobile scorching. 
The town of Middleboro, Mass., has 
found the plan to work very well. 
Machines that are traveling at too 
rapid a rate are flagged and the chauf- 
feur is handed a card which says that 
the town forbids fast going, that he 
can get through it in five minutes by 
driving moderately, whereas he can- 
not save more than two aud a half 
minutes by "scorchine," and asks 
him to slow down within its limits.
